THE  WASniXtiTON"  SCHOOL. 


This  .School,  or  rather  the  little  collec- 
tion of  Y>upils  whicli  afterwards  became 
Washington  .School,  was  established  in 
ISoG.  At  that  time  the  education.il 
intercst-s  of  the  city  were  en:de  and  nnor-  i 
ganized.  llev.  E.  I).  Neill,  I'arkcr  Pain-j 
and  others,  deserve  the  credit  of  bringing 
them  into  shape  and  order,  and,  in  fact, 
of  cre.tting  the  system  which  has  slmn 
■worked  so  well  and  produced  such  good 
results,  having  grown  into  three  eicelleut 
academies. 

•  The  line  edifice  noir  used  as  Washing- 
ton School,  corner  of  Eighth  and  f  )Iive 
sLreets,  was  erected  iu  the  summer  of 
l.yi7,  and  dedicated  to  use  in  September 
of  that  year.  It  has  always  been  flie 
largest  and  most  crowded  of  any  of  the 
city  schools.

THE  TUini>  rni-MAHA'. 

In  order  to  vl.»it  the  other  departments 
of  this  school,  we  mus:  leave  the  main  ed- 
iuce,  and  go  ovt-r  to  7th  Street,  a  door 
or  two  east  of  Olive,  where,  owing  to  the 
great  number  of  pu  ills  seeking  adinls- 
-Toii,  tiiu  .^>Iiool  Hoar  I  !i;ivc  fitfod  tij>  an- 
other building,  in  --.vliich  over  l^^O  more 
scholars  are  instructed. 

I'p  st.ilrs  wo  find  the  Third  Primary 
.'cholars,  in  eliarge  of  Miss  Lucy  .\.  Cor- 
hett.  This  department  h.as  72  boys  and 
girls  enrolled,  being,  like  the  other  rooms. 
croAvded  with  the  I  ttlc  seekers  after 
knowledge.  The  attendance  on  this  de- 
p.irtuieiit  is  greatly  irregular  just  now. 
owin"  to  the  large  number  of  children 
sick  with  measles,  &c.  The  care  of  such 
a  number  of  pupils,  and  the  constant 
watchfulness  rcfpiisito  to  keep  them  all 
in  order  and  attentivi ,  is  very  great,  and 
the  instructress,  who.  like  Miss  C,  faith- 
t'ullv  executes  her  dn:v,  is  entitled  to  the 
gratitude  and  th.inks  of  parents,  and  el 
;.ll  friends  of  education,  in  fact. 

THE  FOUUTU  PUIMAltY. 

This  is  the  last  Department  of  ti.e 
.Sihool,  and  has  111  scholars  enroled, 
being  by  far  the  largest  number  in  any 
(bpartment.  It  Is  in  the  lower  story  of 
the  Primary  School  building,  and  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Emma  .Shanley.  Miss 
S.  is  as.->isted  a  part  of  the  day  by  Miss 
M'.ry  Friend,  who  Inftructs  the  .alphabet- 
I.-al  chisses,  which  aie  then  dismissed,  as 
the  infant  scholars  should  not  be  subjec- 
li-d  to  such  long  conlinement  as  tho  more 
advanced  pupils.  1  he  instruction  given 
!iv  Mi-s  Shanlev  is  as  thorou-'h  (in  so 
f.ir  as  the  studies  reqiire)  as  in  any  of  the 
higlier  Departments  In  fact,  full  as 
much  care  is  demanded,  and  given,  in 
tliis  Department,  as  n  any,  as  the  schol- 
ar's rudimentary  h  isons — the  ground- 
work and  base  of  th  ;  superstructure  of 
fomir.on  school  education,  is  received 
here,  and  on  their  thoroughness  and  fidel- 
ity may  depend  his  or  her  future  standing 
and  success,  and  attachment  to  study. 
^IIs.s  Slianley  .«liows  by  her  methodical 
and  precise  mode  of  instriictlon.  and  her 
•  n:!es  of  behavior,  &<:.,  that  she  appre- 
ciates tho  responsibility  thus  placed  on 
her,  and  one  that,  wc  think,  is  well  met 
and  discharged.  Tie  future  clas.^cs  of 
the  Vv'ashington  School  will  not  complain 
of  tho  lack  of  thori  ughncss  in  their  elc- 
m.-ntaFV  iti;dies. 

.\s  in  tho  other  departments,  tho  great 
.amount  of  sickne.<!s  inndental  to/hildhood 
has  almost  disorganized  some  of  the  class- 
es, at  least,  greatly  retarded  their  pro- 
gress. Out  of  114  schohars  enrolled, 
twenty-seven  are  sii  k.  One  '.la*s  of 
nineteen  ha  only  seven  scholars  left  In 
it. 

There  are  altogether  about  42.5  schol- 
lars  enrolled  in  this  ichool,  which  is  now 
entering  it«i  eighth  ytar.  Already  some 
of  its  earlier  gradual  .'s,  fitted  fur  the  ac- 
tive duties  of  life  wit'iln  its  familiar  walls, 
have  gone  forth  into  the  walks  of  society, 
to  lead  u.scful  lives.  Some  are  in  mer- 
cantile pursuits,  whll;  not  a  few  have  en- 
rolled themselves  among  the  defenders 
of  their  country— all,  whatever  their  sta- 
tion, looking  back  wkb  gratitude  and 
ph-asant  recollections  to  the  "  WasLipgr 
ton  School"  of  St.  Paul.

natives  that  he  was  a  captain  in  the  rebel 
army  out  on  a  scoiit,  and  lor  other   pur- 
poses,      lie    tpiiekly    gained   the  confi- 
dence of  a  rebel   family — though  the    old 
man  cf  the  house  was  reticent  at  lir.st,    he 
was  soon  convinced  that  the  captain  was 
"  all  right  on  the  goose,"   and   swore  by 
.Tefl'.  D.avis,  when  the  old   feilovf  unbur- 
dened his   soul  and   made  the-  following 
revelations:  The  lOOth  was  then  station- 
e.l   at  Waterford  eight   miles   south   of 
llollv  Siirlngs.      Tho   ollicers  and   men 
h:id  tohl  the  n.atives  that  th.ey   wen;  tireu 
ot    the    war,    and   did  not    want  to  eue 
the  South  whlppi'd,  but  w  ished  the  seceded 
.St.ates  to  get   their   indepenlence ;  that 
they  desired  to   be  taken    prisoners,  and 
would  surrender  .at  the  first  opportunity : 
that  they  entered  thu    army  because  they 
thought  they  could  liest  serve  their  secesh 
friends  by  joining  the  army,  and,  when 
the  time  come,  desert  and  take  their  arms 
with  them.  They  assured  thn  natives  that 
they  were  all  true  Southern  men  except 
Company   K,   which    was    made    up   oi 
"Blaik  Republicans"  and  "abolitionized 
Ueuiocrats."     The  regiment,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  salil  company,  had  concerted 
measures  with  the  secesh  citizens  of  Pon- 


ce'

ter's lleet : 

Mouth  of  White  Pivku,  Jan.  It), 
1SG;J. — The  expeditioji  returned  this  d.ay 
from  Des  Arc.  210  miles  from  this  place, 
and  forty  or  fifty  above  St.  Charles.    The 
first  boat  to  return  was  the  Forest  Rose, 
sent    up    with   Geu.    McCleriiand's    dls- 
jiatehes  to  (Jen.  Gorman.      Gorman  had  1  "^^ 
orders  to  go  up  and  capture  St.  Charles. 
He  found  it  abandoned,  and  kept  on  up 
tiie  river.     The  Porest  Hose  reached  St. 
I'iiarles  on  Friday.     The   gunboat   Cin- 
cinnati founil  there  transports  with  Gor- 
in.an'.s  troops,  passed  up   to   Clarendon, 
and  finally  reached  Duvall's  Bluff.     The 
Forest   Rose  kept  on  up  the  river  and 
reached   the  BlulF  on  Sunday,   preceded 
by  the  gunboat  iJe  Kalb  and  Gen.  Gor- 
man's forces.    'When  the  DeKalb  arrived 
at  Duvall's  BlulF,  it  found  dinner  ready 
cjoked,  but  not  eaten,  and  the  Confeder- 
ates, all   but  seven,  absent.     They   had 
departed  in  such  haste  tliat  they  had  for- 
gotten to  take  their  guns.     A  large  quan- 
tity of  ammunition,  two  eight  inch  guns. 
20b  Enfield  rifies,  two  platform  cars  and 
some   provisions    were   captured.      The 
works  at  the  IJlulF  are  not  comidete.  The 
natwral  defences  arc  good. 

It  is  17o  miles  from  the  mouth  of  White 
River  to  DeKalb.  The  Forest  Rose  and 
the  transports,  and  several  hundred  troops 
then  passed  to  Des  Arc,  where  they  ar- 
rived on  Sunday.  Captain  Walker  land- 
ed only  with  the  dispatch  bearer.  Dr. 
Heap,  and  was  met  by  a  delegation  of 
citizens.  The  soldiers  had  all  been  sent 
to  reinforce  Arkansas  Post,  and  those 
remaining  had  departed  as  soon  as  the 
lleet  hove  in  sight.  The  rebel  flag  still 
llying  over  the  Gen.  Haines'  headquar- 
ters was  pulled  down. 

All  the  buihllngs  were  deserted  except- 
ing one  hospital,  where  wcie  found  thirty- 
nine  sick  and  four  dead  men.  The  sick 
men  were  paroled.  The  prisoners  taken 
were  mostly  of  the  19th  and  21st  Texas 
regiments. 

The  citizens  of  Des  Arc  were  rejoicing 
over  sup»>oscd  reb«,'l  victories.  They  had 
reports  ofthe  strongest  character,  that 
thousands  of  men  had  come  over  to  the 
Confederate  side  ;  that  our  loss  at  Vieks- 
l.'urgh,  Port  Hudson  and  Arkansas  Post 
amounted  to  over  10,000. 
^In  letters  captured,  it  was  unanimously 
admitted  after  the  capture  of  Arkansas 
Post,  Little  Hock  must  inevitably  fall, 
it  W.1S  expected  that  Gen.  McClemand 
would  move  upon  it.  Why  he  did  not, 
they  could  not  guess.  The  troops  of 
JlcClernand  and  Sherman  are  at  ilille- 
ken's  bend,  awaiting  orders  to  move  and 
the  arrival  of  more  troops.  My  next 
will  d:xte  from  that  rendezvous.

Gatj  and    Festive  YVajr  of  Removlns- 
tbe  Dead. 

The  New  York  Times  thus  describes 
the  m.anner  in  which  the  vaults  of  an  old 
church  in  that  city,  which  recently  chan- 
ged hands,  were  emptied  ofthe  dead : 

" 'ihe  Trustees,  instead  of  removing 
each  body  by  itself,  and  preserving  as  far 
as  possible  its  identity,  commenced  the 
job  by  smashing  up  the  eollins,  and  emp- 
tying their  contents  into  large  rough 
boxes  capable  of  holding  from  ten  to  fil- 
teen  each.  The  plates  .are  rudely  torn 
from  the  cofBns  and  thrown  to  one  side 
in  a  heap,  and  in  numerous  instances 
where  the  coflins  were  found  to  be  per- 
fectly sound,  they  have  been  chopped  to 
pieces  with  an  axe,  and  their  contents 
thrown  into  the  large  box,  to  save  the  ex- 
pense of  removing  each  coffin  by  itself. 
Our  informant  states  that  he  beheld  one 
case  where  the  body  taken  from  tho  cof- 
fin was  too  long  for  the  box,  and  Ihe 
workmen  twisted  offthehead  to  make  it  Jit, 
In  another  case  the  feet  were  cut  off  at  the 
ankles,  and  in  almost  evcrv'  instance  the 
largM  box  would  be  tilled  so  full  that  the 
lid  would  not  shut  tight  without  being 
pressed,  which  was  done  by  several 
brawny  workmen  getting  upon  the  box 
and  jumping  up  and  down.  In  this  waj' 
some  five  or  six  hundred  bodies  have 
been  packed  in  these  boxes  during  thq 
last  two  weeks." 

When  these  facts  became  known  to  tbe 
fricpds  of  the  persons  whose  bodies  were 
being  thus  disposed  of,  there  was  a  lively 
diiturbance.

If  the  commander  at 
Birch  Coolie  has  distinguished  himself  in 
my  particidar,  it  is  certainly  only  in  the 
selection  of  ground  tho  most  suitable 
possible  for  the  assailants,  by  reason  of 
which  the  camp  beciaiuc  a  slaughter  pen 
f«)r  our  troops. 

Major    .Joseph    R.     Brown    allege^; 
that  the  camp  was  arranged  in  the  usual 
way    adopted    by    the    Indian    traders, 
not  in  military  style,  intimating  that  the 
Indian  trader  st;  le    is  much   superior  to 
the  military       Military   movements  and 
mana-uvres  should  bo  adopted  according 
to  circumstances,  and  as  they  were  in  an 
Indian  country,  should,   of  course,  form 
their   camp,  according   to   the   most  ap- 
proved method  for  such  a  situation.     But 
as  it  was  thought  no  man  would  ever  de- 
sire to   hear  his    name   mentioned  as  the 
commander  at  lurch  Coolie,  the  Adjutant 
Gener.il,    iu    kindness    to    that    oflicer. 
charitably  omitied   such  mention.     That 
Cajitains  (Irant  or  Andersju  should  h.ave 
selected  sudi  a    position,   might  perluaps 
have  been  excu.'ed,  as  they  were  not  sup- 
posed to  be  mu.'h  acquainted  with  the  In- 
dian mode  of  fighting,  but  that  Jo.  Brown 
who  had   spent  a  quarter  of  a  century 
amongst  the  Imlians,  should  be  guilty  of 
such  a  criminal  ignorance  or  neglect  in 
the  selection    of  a  camp  in  the  country 
of  the  hostile   Indians,  passes  belief,  and 
the  Adjutant  Cbncral  out  of  pure  tender- 
ness to  tht>  Major's  reputation,  refused  to 
connect  his   n.imo  with   that  disastrous 
blunder. 

The  Pioneei  says  that  ''Col.  Sibley 
openlv  .attributed  to  the  coolness,  eour 
age  and  precaution  of  Major  Brown,  the 
savin"'  of  the  oam;)  from  the  .assault  of 
the  Indians,  and  the  probable  assassina- 
tion of  every  individual  in  it."  If  this  be 
so.  Col.  Sibley  was  certainly  Tery  careful 
to  say  nothing  of  the  kind  in  his  oflicial 
report  of  the  afair.  He  there  calls  it  "  a 
sad  affair,  whi  ;K  has  been  attended  with 
extraordin.ary  fatality  to  a  portion  of  my 
command." 

He  then  goes  on  to  say  that  the  "  orders 
given   to   ilajor   Brown   were,  to  avoid 
any  pass  or   defile  where   they  might  be 
waylaid  or  ambushed— to  use  every  pre- 
caution against  Imhan  treachery,"  «S:c. 
But  few  men  would  have  thought  it  neees- 
sarv  to  give  such  instructions  to  a  man  of 
the  cxpericnct    of  the  Major,  or  as   he 
modestly  signs   himself  Major  (n-ner.al;

Indeed,  the  prostitutes  of  the  city  are 
said  to  have  generally  taken  up  tlifir 
abode  in  the  upper  stories  of  the  ga"»bling 
honsi's,  where  they  find  a  convenient 
s;.i  .t.ary  fioin  the  Mayor's  police.  In 
the  lower  rooms  of  ties  spuctuary  of  vice 
ur  •  lo  be  found  representatives  of  the  vi- 
llous and  depraved  classes.  One  may 
see  here  the  thief  and  garroter  disguised 
in  fine  clothes;  the"  seedy  and  bloated 
vaL'abond  from  Washington  in  a  cheap 
par.idise  of  free  liijuor;  and  the  bogus 
military  man  ol  Uichmond,  whose  title  is 
but  a  recognition  that  has  been  given 
him  in  a  Inolh'.d.  Mixed  with  this  crowd 
are  victims  ol  various  distinction.  It  is 
not  many  months  ago  since  a  virtuous 
old  iloacon  was  captured  in  a  gambling 
saloon  ol  this  city,  and  on  the  same  occa- 
.-ion  it  is  said  that  a  Cabinet  minister,  who 
was  in  one  ol  those  inner  chambers,  re- 
served for  ilistinguished  guests  and  sacred 
to  the  mysteries  ol"  blue-ehecks,"  efl'ect- 
ed  his  cscajie  by  jumping  from  a  win- 
dow. 

We  are  informed  that  there  arc  not  les.s 
than  forty  well  known  gambling  estab- 
lishincnt.>  ill  this  city.  The  expense  of 
maintaining  these  establishments  is  enor- 
mous. The  market  bill  alone  of  one  ol 
these  lashion:ible  bouses  is  said  to  aver- 
age-"iilO'' a  day.  Notwithstanding  their 
vast  expenditures  in  sumptuous  repasts, 
in  live  liipior.  m  princely  upholstery, and 
in  enoriiious  rents,  those  hou.ses  coin 
money  like  tho  mints  of  genii.  The  gam- 
blers have  glutted  with  money  certain 
classes  of  Uichmond  ;  they  put  up  the 
price  of  every  luxury;  they  toy  .and  wan- 
ton with  money  in  all  sorts  ol  giddy  and 
fantastic  extravagance,  and  throw  Con- 
lederale  notes  to  the  wind  as  if  they  grew 
on  trees.  Uecently  a  bid  of  ^«.'),UO<J  was 
made  by  a  j'ainbler  in  this  city  for  a 
princely  landed  estate  in  this  vicinity,  the 
name  of  which  is  historical. 

It  is  a  fearful  calcuhation  that  under- 
takes to  determine  the  sources  from 
wliich  this  great  glut  of  gain  comes.  A 
por  ion  ol  it  is  wf  ling  Irom  ruined  lives 
and  broken  hearts  ;  but  the  cup  of  pri- 
vate misery  alone  is  not  sullieient  to  ac- 
count lor  tV.e  stream  ol  ill-golten  wealth 
poured  out  Irom  the  gr'mbling  establish- 
ments in  this  city.  Much  of  their  gain 
is  the  money  of  ihe  (lovernnient,  sipiand- 
oroil  at  gaming  tables  by  Commissaries, 
t Quartermasters,  and  others  who  have  the 
use  ol  the  public  fund.  These  are  the 
distinguished  victims  lor  whom  the  net 
is  spread  and  the  softest  words  spoken, 
and  il  is  throug!;  their  temptation  and 
fall,  and  the  desperate  dishonesty  of  the 
man  who  t.akes  the  money  of  another, 
iluit  the  g.ambler  makes  his  bulkiest  anil 
easiest  gains. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  (Tovernment 
shouhl  permit  itsell  to  be  rotoriously 
robbed,  and  its  treasury  to  be  lleeced  in 
tiiis  way  by  the  gamblers  of  Uichmond. 
Il  is  yet  more  remarkable  that  some  of 
the  Confederate  authorities  should  show 
a  tenderness  for  a  vicious  and  dangerous 
class,  and  a  disinclination  to  run  counter 
to  them  iu  every  incident  of  public  duty. 
•Some  days  ago  room  for  certain  necessa- 
ry public  ollieers  was  required  in  a  large 
ami  convenient  public  building  on  Main 
^treet,  the  upper  ai)partments  of  which 
was  a  gambling  saloon.  The  necessity 
hu\  ing  been  presented  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  that  oHiccr  very  properly  and 
promptlv  onlered  the  room  to  be  seized 
for  the  public  use,  on  the  ground  th.at  it 
had  no  just  protection  in  law  as  a  private 
lomieil  or  a  place  of  legitimate  business. 
\N'e  learn  that  this  order  was  suspcnilcd 
by  the  subordinate  ollicer  charged  to  ex- 
ecute it.  on  the  first  intimation  that  the 
party  who  was  to  be  distrained  was  one 
ot  the  gambling  princes  of  Kiehmond. 
This  fact,  we  believe,  can  be  distinctly 
I)roved,  else  we  should  not  have  referred 
to  it. 

The  people  of  this  city  must  look  for 
relief  from  the  reign  of  the  gamblers  to 
a  Covernment  of  better  morals  thaa  that 
of  the  Confederacy.  In  a  few  days  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia  niceta,  and  no 
more  urgent  task  of  reform  claims  its  at- 
tention at  this  time  than  j)urging  its  capi- 
tal of  a  vice  that  has  poisoned  the  vitals 
of  this  community  and  made  Kichinond 
the  rendezvous  of  every  harpy  in  the  Con- 
lederacy.  The  only  dillicult  part  of  the 
ipiestion  is  the  mode  of  the  remedy,  for 
gambling  is  a  vice  so  closely  embraced, 
when  it  once  makes  its  insiduous  introduc- 
tion, and  so  powerful  and  ingenuons  in 
its  defenses,  that  it  is  .almost  impossible 
to  conipier  it  easily  or  expeditiously.

FROM  ST.  LOUIS.

Xi'.w  Y'oitK,  Jan  30. 
The  Hilton  Head  correspondent  of  the 
Herald,  in  a  letter  d.ited  Jau.  2''»th,  con- 
tains the  following : 

A  good  deal  of  anxiety  is  manifested 
with  reganl  to  matters  on  the  Ogechee 
Sound.  The  Montaukwent  down  Satur- 
day morning  last,  lor  the  purpose  of 
shelling  the  rebels  from  their  batteries, 
while  the  capture  or  destruction  of  the 
Nashville  was  to  be  undertaken  by  th.e 
wooden  vessels,  which  accompanied  her. 
A  contest  with  the  raiu  Atlanta  is  antici- 
pated. 

We  have  news  of  the  l^Iontauk's  safe 
arrival  at  the  mouth  of  the  Ogechee  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  but  we  ha<l  nothing 
definite  from  that  vicinity  yesterday.  A 
dense  fog  hung  over  the  coast. 

To-day  we  have  heanl  from  that  <piar- 
ter  numerous  reports  of  heavy  guns,  in- 
dicating that  something  unusual  is  going 
on. 

No  fears  exist  as  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Montauk,  but  the  Nashville  is  known  to 
our  cruisers  as  very  last,  and  may  slip 
.away  in  spite  of  us. 

The  Baton  llougc  correspondent  of  the 
Herald,  says  the  various  regiments  there 
have  l)een  brigaded. 

Information  received  from  Port  Hud- 
son, fully  confirm  the  statements  rectmtly 
sent  you,  regarding  the  numbers  and  con- 
dition of  the  enemy  at  that  point.  Tl;e 
estimate  of  his  guns  is  too  high  rather 
than  too  low ;  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
four  days  ago,  his  effective  fighting  force 
was  less  than  10,000  men.  His  pickets 
are  within  seven  miles  of  this  place,  ami 
his  scouts  and  Itis  videttcs  come  much 
nearer  daily. 

There  has  been  very  little  cessation  of 
intercourse,  and  few  restrictions  upon  it. 
Men  living  outside  the  lines,  come  here 
and  return  daily.  Of  course  they  give 
their  parole  not  to  impart  information, 
but  it  may  be  easily  judged  that  this  pa- 
role is  not  a  guarantee  of  silence,  and  no 
doubt  the  enemy  receives  much  valuabh; 
information  in  this  way.  and  is  fnlly  post- 
ed from  day  to  d.ay,  oi  every  thing  that 
transpires  in  this  department. 

Nkvv  Y'ouk,  Jan.  30. 
The  N.  O.  Delta,  of  the  17th,  contains 
the  following  news  from  Berwick's  Bay  : 
Last  evening  brought  ofTicial  informa- 
tion of  the  total  destruction  of  the  rebel 
iron  clad  steamer  Cotton,  in  Bayou 
Teclie,  by  the  land  and  naval  forces  un- 
der the  command  of  Gen.  Weitzel.  She 
is  blown  to  atoms,  and  there  is  an  end  to 
this  formidable  vessel. 

Gen.  ^Veitzel  has  succeeded  in  getting 
a  heavy  force  in  th<j  enemy's  rear,  there- 
by completely  flanking  them,  and  their 
entire  overthrow  in  that  section  is  only  a 
question  tf  a  few  days. 

The  rebel  force  is  cmaller  than  it  was 
at  first  supposed  to  be. 

Gen.  \Veitzel  ascertained  that  it  con- 
sists of  only  11,000  infantry,  about  1,000 
cav.alry  and  three  pieces  ol  artillery. 
The'  Tribune  has  the  following : 
The  storm  yesterday  was  the  most 
severe  known  to  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
ma»'.  Aluch  difliculty  is  experienced 
to-day  in  supplying  soldiers  with  rations. 
The  entire  cavalry  force  not  on  picket 
duty,  were  this  morning  engaged  in  car- 
rying food  from  the  depots  to  the  camps. 
The  New  Orleans  correspondent  of 
the  Tribune  states  that  the  Harriet  Lane 
is  blockaded  in  (ialveston  Bay.  The 
rebels  are  foitifying  the  island  and  fitting 
out  the  Harriet  Lane. 

A  large  number  of  rebel  troops  are 
concentrating  on  the  island  to  resist  our 
attach. 

Commodore  Bell's  fleet  is  large  and 
amply  sufficient  to  retake  Galveston,  but 
his  desire  is  to  recapture  the  Harriet  Lane 
and  not  to  destroy  her. 

We  hear  from  the  United  States  Con- 
sul at  Matainoras,  Mr.  Pierce,  that  \,%)^) 
Unionists  are  all  organized  on  the  Itio 
Grande,  near  Brownsville,  into  two  cav- 
alry regiments.  They  have  horses,  and 
about  one-half  are  armed.  Also,  the 
Coiisid  writes  that  about  1,500  are  ready 
to  join  the  Union  ranks  as  soon  as  arms 
and  ammunition  are  furnished.

ot  War  and  the  Navy  ;  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  made  no  objection,  but   that 
the  Secretary  of  War  refused  to  relax  the 
order  previously    issued   forbi<Ming   the 
exportation  of  arms.     In  vain  he  showed 
that  they    were   Prusian    inusket.s,    flint 
locks  altered  to   percussion,    which   the 
I'nited  States  would  not  use,  and  he  was 
compelled  to  believe  that    iiis    ill   succesa 
was  occasioned  by  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the    United  States  to  avoid    coimdieity 
with  France,  and  was  afterwards   aston- 
ished,   when    wagons    and    mules    were 
bought  here  for  the  French  army,  to   find 
that  wh.at  was  denied  to  Mexico  waa  free- 
Iv  permitted  to  France. 

Mr.  Seward  replied  that  the  prohibition 
of  the  shipment  of  arms  W.1S  general,  ap- 
plying to  all  nations,  on  the  ground  of  the 
military  ne;is»ity  of  the  United  Statc.t ; 
but  there  was  no  such  inhibition  of  the 
shipment  of  wagons,  either  for  France  or 
.M«xico.  A  long  correspondence  on  the 
sann-  ]>oints  occurs,  which  Mr.  Seward 
;..iM.e)iilly  concludes  as  follows: 

The  undersigned,  while  .seeing  no  cause 
to  farther  expatiate  on  tlu?  reasons  here- 
tofore oflereil  in  explanation  of  the  meas- 
ure, av.ails  himself  of  this  occasion  to  ofFer 
to  M.  llomero  renewed  assurance  of  his 
highest  consideration.

Thfft  Ultckcock  lj*tt«r. 

The  N.  Y.  Times  having,  as  Gen  Hitch- 
cock alleges,  pub  ished  an  inacurate  state- 
ment of  his  testimony  in  the  McDowell 
Cour*.  of  Intiuiry.  that  officer  in  the  Wash- 
ington Chronicle  of  the  '22ii,  publishes  a 
correction  of  the  7VmM  report.  It  bears 
heavily  upon  Gcr.  McClellan.  The  ma- 
terial portions  are  as  follows : 

"The  Court  .1^kedlny  opinion  touching 
the  rcjponsibilities  in  case  of  a  disobedi- 
ence of  outers  by  Gen.  McClellan,  in  not 
leaving  lor  the  "security  of  Washington 
the  force  designated  by  the  four  command- 
ers of  the  four  aimy  corps  composing  the 
army  of  the  Potouiac. 

In  answering  this  question,  I  placed  the 
responsibilities  where  military  law  and  ar- 
mv  usage  has  always  placed  it — with  the 
(illieer  who,  as  was  assumed  in  the  ques- 
tion, had  disobeyed  the  order — to  wit, 
with  Gen.  McClellan.  and  not  with  tho 
I*resident,  who,  in  making  good  hia  origi-

In  a  debate  in  the  Senate,  on  the   22d, 
on  the  finance  bill.  Senator  Rice,   of  this 
State,  said  in  the  course  of  a  brief  speech 
that  "although  a  member  of  the  Military 
Committee  lic,lad  not  been  able  to  get  any 
accurate  imformation  from  any  department 
of  the  Government  as  to   the   number  ol 
men  in  the   anny   or  in     the    hospit.als. 
Thev  .sent  here  estimates  for   one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  men,  and  some  ol 
them  for  one  million  five  hundred  tl  o  sa  id 
thousand  men  ;  but  n  )ne  of  them  could  til 
within  fifty  percci  t  what  Ihe  re.al  number 
was.     They  were   .ilw.iys  asking  for   an 
increaseof  rank  and  pay.     The  cry  was 
for  money,    money ;    and    none    of   them 
could  tell  what  for.     Tiiere  seemed  to  be 
no  order  in  the  departments  at  all.'' 
He  said  further: 

"The  department   estlm.afod  that  there 
were  as  many  sick  in  the  regiments   as   in 
the  hospit.als  ;  and  yet  they  made  no   ex- 
tra commutation   for  those   in    the  field. 
He  mentioned  this  to  show  tluir  want  ol 
attention   and  judgement  in    the    depart- 
ments.    He  did  nut    propose    to  be    the 
mere  tool  of  the  departments  giving  inoti- 
ev  all  the  time  without  knowing  wli.at    it 
w'iis  for.     Unless  he  w.is  more  enlighten- 
ed he  h.ad    made    up    his    niiml    to    vote 
.against   all    these   appropriations,    when 
none  of  the  departments    could    give   us 
the  frst  intelligent  item  on  the   subject — 
not  one.     When  we    had   men    in  office 
who  understood  their  duties  and  could  oc- 
casion.ally  grve  ns    a   vietorv — he   would 
not  ask  too  much,  but  occasionally,   per- 
liaps — he  would  give  them  his  vote,     ibit 
now  it  w.as  money  all  the  time,    and  we 
got  nothing  in  return." 

The  same  views  were  expressed  by  sev- 
eral Republican  Senators, 


now  rolling  westward,  and  ;is  very  per- 
ceptibly felt  in  Chicago.  The  reasons  of 
this  revival  in  land  speculation  are  very 
plain :  Ihe  depreci.ation  in  the  value  of 
piper — legal  tendt^r— and  the  fear  that  it 
will  be  still  further  depressed.  A»  to 
r.'al  estate  operations  in  Chicago,  the 
Times,  in  a  glowing  article  as  to  the  acti- 
vity in  that  city,  says  : 

Operations  in  real  estate  in  this  eity 
are  becoming  (piite  numerous,  and  have 
all  a  decidedly  upward  tendency.  Prices 
increase  tlaily,  and  property,  which,  a 
vear  ago,  was  considered  as  absolutely 
iinsalatile,  is  now  looked  upon  as  a  good 
investment,  at  a  large  p«r  ccntage  .above 
the  first  holding.  Not  alone  in  the  city, 
but  in  the  country  also  this  desire  to 
invest  is  extremely  well  marked.  Sales 
of  Illinois  Central  lands  are  unusually 
heavy,  antl  outside  farms  now  meet  with 
a  re.-idv  !«.ale,  notwithstanding  the  passtige 
of  the' Homestead  bill,  which  assumes  to 
provide  farms  for  all

At  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  in 
which  so  many  gallant  heroes  fell.  Cap- 
tain Wallace,  of  one  of  the  Ohio  regi- 
ments, was  mortally  wounded,  Intelli- 
li"ence  that  he  was  wounded  rf  aclieM  his 
home.  Miss  Henrietta  Schneider,  of  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  being  affianced  to  the  gallant 
sohlier,  in  company  with  a  friend,  start- 
eil  immediately  to'  Washington,  to  look 
after  him,  arrived  on  the  morning  that 
his  limb  was  amputated.  After  he  was 
safely  through  with  the  painful  operation, 
•IS  was  suppi»sed,  at  her  own  request,  the 
brave  hearted  girl  was  united  to  him  in 
marriage,  sitting  by  tho  side  of  bis  cot 
whiL'  the  solemn  ceremony  was  perform- 
ed. Ltiavinghim  soon  after,  in  the  care 
of  faithful  nurses  at  the  hospital,  she  re- 
turned to  her  boarding-house  to  seek  the 
repose  necessary  to  enable  her  to  admin- 
ister to  his  comfort  on  tho  morrow,  ere 
the  dawn  of  which  she  was  siimmoned  to 
the  sitlc  of  his  conch  to  find  him  tlead. 

It  seems  that  some  time  during  the 
night  the  nurse  in  attendance  observed 
some  blood  on  the  counterpane,  and  upon 
making  immediate  examination  found 
that  the  wounded  limb  was  bleeding  pro 
fusctlly,  which  he  attempted  staunch  by 
tying  a  handkerchief  around  it,  but  be- 
fi)re  he  could  accomplish  it,  so  rapid  was 
the  flow  of  blood,  the  gallant  Captain 
was  no  more. 

The  remains  of  Captain  Wallace  were 
taken  to  Canton  by  the  bereaved  wife, 
and  buried  on  Thursday  last,  with  milita- 
ry honors,  some  2,000  persons  it  is  esti- 
mated, being  present  at  the  funeral.

.o  bring  defeat  tons  and  ultimate  triumph 
t)  tliem.     He  was  not  in  favor  of  restor- 
ing  the   Constitutional   relations  ol   the 
slavehohlers  to  tlie  Union,  or  of  a   wor.l 
to  that  eii'l.     On  the  contrary. he  was  ut- 
icrly  and  forever  oppose.l  to    both.       He 
was  in  favor  of  the   Unioti  as   it   existed 
to-day,  nnd  in  favor   of  recognizing   the 
loyal   Stat  s    as    the   American     nation, 
base.l,  as  they  are,  on  the  principles   ol 
ireedom  to  all,  without  distinction  of  r.aec, 
or  condition.     He  believed  it  to   be   the 
manlfi'st  d  'stinv  of  the    American    na- 
tion   to    ultimately    control    the  Ainre- 
riian     continent    on    thi^     good    princi- 
ple.

a  separate  .State.     He  believed   that  the 
direction  of  the  war  to  .another  end  w.as  a 
perversion   of  it,  calculated    to   subvert 
the  very  object  it  w.as  designe.l  to  eH'ect. 
T'o  his  apprehension,  this  war  was  a  nian- 
ilestation  of  Northern  power,  impelled  by 
natural  forces,  seeking  embodiment  in  a 
tiational  flirin,  an.l  aspiring  to  the  dcinin- 
ion  ol   this  continent.     1 1  was   the  result 
of  an  idea — of  Northern  growth  and  char- 
acter.    It  sought  lo  create  anew.     Uniil 
rccen'ly.  t  !<^  North  had  never  professed 
any  othei  than  a  merely  subordinate  po- 
tt i-al  existence.     It  hid  r.o   distinctive 
political  character,     it  wai  more  Soiitli- 
erii  than  Northern — n  ly,  it  was  altogether 
So  thern.

It 
fumiohed   the   Nortli    with  the    motive, 
the  jiL-^tiiication  and  the  instrumentality 
of  self-development.     The  work   of  tho 
North  was  to  org.anize  the  nation  on  the 
identical  principle    of    the   Jeffersonian 
ordinance  of  17x7,  to  the  endof  ultimately 
bringing  the  whole  continent  uu.ler  its  be- 
n i licen t  sw.ay.     The  first  fl  en.   therefore, 
wiiich  should  have  been  taken  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  war,  was  to  acknowledge  a 
revolution,  to  recognize  the  South  in  its 
new  character,  to  asume  the  North  to  be 
exclusively  the  nation,  and  then  to  pursue 
the  war  for  con  piest,  or  not  pursue  it  at 
all,  as  might  have  seei.ied  expedient  and 
p.-opnr  for  tiie  time  being.

We  came  .ibout,  and  as  we  re- 
turned, a  field  piece  battery  opened  upon 
us  Tho  shfet  fell  about  twenty  rods 
from  us.  We  gave  them  a  broadside 
and  the  Sciota  three  11-inch  shells,  all 
of  wliich  struck  and  exploded  in  the  bat- 
tery, the  ell'cct  of  which  must  have  been 
tremendous.  Judging  from  what  we 
could  see  through  the  glass  we  could  see 
the  m.asts  of  the  Harriet  Lane  over  the 
town . 

To-ni-ht  our  squadron  has  been  re- 
inforced''bv  two  gunboats  carrying  six- 
teen guns.'  To-morrow  being  Sunday 
nothing  will  i  e  done  ;  but  when  the  bom- 
b-.rdmcnt  is  renewed  it  will  be  terrific,

The  next  night  Gc^i.  Corcoran  received 
orders  from  Gen.  Peck,  and  advanced  to 
meet  the  enemy. 

The  rebels  were  found  ten  miles  from 
Suffolk,  and  a  cannonade  of  two  and  « 
half  hours  caused  the  enemy  to  retreat.. 
Corcoran  advanced  his  forces,  his  infantry 
with  fixed  bayonets  driving  the  enemy  a 
mile,  they  'leaving  their  kille.d  and 
wounded  on  the  field. 

Among  tlie  casualties  are  the  following 
in  the  13th  Indiana :  Amos  Corteney,  liip 
and  forearm,  severely;  J.  H.  Beam, 
slightly;  Nelson  A.  'Orr,  Co.  B.  flesh 
wouutf,  slightly;  John  Dougherty  and 
James  Carney. 

General  Corcoran  continued  to  follow 
them  up,  and  the  rebels  took  another 
position  one  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
battle  field,  and  at  the  latest  communica- 
tion Gen.  Corcoran  was  moving  to  flank 
t})cm. 

The  above  battle  occulted  by  moon- 
light.

The  Richmond  Dixpaich  says:  "We 
learn  from  Vicksburg  that  appearances 
indicate  an  early  renewal  of  the  fight 
there.  Five  thousand  Yankees  are  at 
work  on  the  canal  opposite  the  city. 

Their  intention  is  to  float  their  trans- 
ports through  when  the  river  rises,  and 
laud  their  troops  below.

He 
was  in  favor  of  the   Union  as    it   existed 
aj-lay,  and  in  favor   of  recognizing   the 
h^yal  Stat  -a    as    the   American     nation, 
base.l,  as  they  are,  on  the  principles    ol 
ireedom  to  all,  v.  ithont  distinction  of  race, 
or  coiulition.     He  believed  it  to    be    the 
mmifest  djstinv  of  the    American    na- 
tion   to    ultim:;tely    control    the  Anire- 
rican     i-ontinenl    on    this     good    princi- 
ple.    He   conceived,    therefore,  that  the 
true  object  of  this  war  was  to  revolution- 
ize thus  the  ii.aiional  (jovernnient  by  re- 
solving the  North  into  the  nation,  and  the 
South  into  a  distinct  public  body,  leaving 
us  in  the  position  to  pursue  the  Latter  as 
a  separate  St.ate.     He  believed   that  the 
direction  of  the  war  to  atiother  end  was  a 
perversion   of  it,  calculated    to   subvert 
the  very  object  it  was  designed  to  effect. 
T'o  his  apjirehension,  this  war  was  a  man- 
ifestation of  Northern  power,  impelled  by 
natural  forces,  seeking  embo.linient  in  a 
national  form,  and  aspiring  to  the  domin- 
ion of  tl-.is  cor.tinent.     It  was   the  result 
ol  an  idea — of  Northern  growth  and  char- 
acter.    It  sought  to  cn-ate  anew.     Until 
rccenlly,  t ke  North  had  never  professed 
any  othei  than  a  mcely  subordnuate  po- 
ll.i.al  i-xkstencc.     It  hid  r.o   ilistinctive 
political  charai-ler.     It  was  more  South- 
ern than  Nortln-rn — nay,  it  was  altogeiber 
So  iheru.     The   idea  of  the   South   was 
.Slavery;  and  theexistem-e  of  Slavery  re- 
iparcd  it  to  subordinate  all  parts  of  the 
nation  to  its  own  will  and  purpose;  and 
so  the   Nort    was   overruled  by  and   as- 
similated   with    the    South,      l?ut   this 
eventually  precipitated  a   revolution.     It 
furnished   tiie   North    with   the    motive, 
the  justificatica  fciiO  the  instruiuenf.ality 
of  sell-ilevelopiiunt.  .  The  work   of  the 
North  was  to  orgaiiiz  <  the  nation  on  the 
identical  princi]>le    o.'    the   Jefl'ersonian 
ordinance  of  17.'^7,  to  the  end  of  ultimately 
bringhig  the  whole  continent  uniler  its  be- 
niiieent  sway.     The  first  stei>,    tijerefore, 
whii-h  should  have  been  taken  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  war,   was  to  acknowledge  a 
revolution,  to  recognize  the  South  in  its 
new  character,  to  asume  the  North  to  be 
exclusively  the  nation,  and  then  to  pursue 
the  war  for  conipiest,  or  not  pursue  it  at 
all,  as  might  have  seemed  expedient  and 
proper  for  the  time  being.     It  was  evident 
that  all  the  forces  of  the  country — civil, 
military,  political,  diplomatic,  and  other

He  also  objected  because  the  an- 
nuities of  friendly  Indiaus  were  appropri- 
ated, as  well  as  those  of  the  savages. 

Mr.  Pviee,  iceiig  i;0  chance  to  secure 
the  pa?sage  of  l.is  amendment,  withdrew 
it,  and  ilr.  Wilkinson  moved  to  raise  the 
s-.m  named  in  th.;  Senate  bill  to  $200,000. 
Tbis  was  not  a{.  ree-d  to,  on  the  ground 
that  it  might  exceed  the  amount  of  annu- 
ities which  had  already  fallen  due  ;  but  in 
its  stead,  the  seition  was  amended  so  ns 
to  appropriate  .S100,<.'<'>,  and  two-tiiirds 
of  the  balance  al  eady  due  the  Indi.".ns  for 
the  present  fiscal  year.  This  will  proba- 
bly raise  the  tot:  I  amount  to  from  $loO,- 
UOO  to  8175,000. 

The  next  point  considered  was  what  to 
do  with  the  friei  dly  Indians.  A  petition 
was  presented,  signed  by  thirty-elglit 
chiefs  and  head  men,  now  at  Fort  Snell- 
ing,  running  over  with  protestations  of 
friendship  for  the  whites,  and  stating  that 
ot  their  numbe  •,  the  upper  Sioux  would 
like  to  live  on  tl  e  Couteau  dcs  Prairie, 
filteen  miles  w(  st  of  Big  Stone  Lake, 
while  the  lower  Sioux  prefer  to  go  back 
to  their  farms,  '  and  there  live  as  white 
men."'  The  list  of  signers  is  headed  by 
the  name  of  oh'  Wabashaw,  and  we  also 
notice  the  name  i  of  Other  Day  and  Paul. 
This  petition  w;.s  accompanied  by  letters 
from  C.  \V.  Tl  ompson.  Superintendent, 
Agent  Galbraitli,  Col.  Wm.  Crooks,  and 
Antoine  Frenii  r.  Interpreter,  certifying 
to  the  good  conduct  of  the  Indians,  and 
the  justice  ot  their  claim  upon  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr.  Ivice  ob  ected  to  the  provision  in 
the  Senate  substitute,  giving  these  "  good 
Indians"  IGO  acres  of  land  and  $50  in 
money,  and  at  his  instance  the  amount  of 
land  was  redi.ced  to  eighty  acres,  and 
instead  ol  givii  g  the  Indians  money,  the 
sum  named  was  authorized  to  be  expended 
for  their  benefil . 

Some  Senators  felt  squeamish  as  to 
abrogating  the  rights  of  the  Indians  to 
their  reservations,  but  Mr.  Wilkinson 
told  them  it  must  be  done,  or  there  will 
be   trouble;  and   that  the  United  States

It  is  certain 
that  they  can  entu'-iitrate  that  many  men 
within  a  few  davs  by  witlidrawiiig  their 
lorces  fpini  ilillerent  points  in  the  ."sout!;- 
west  with  whieh  they  have  uninterrupted 
railroad  conimunication. 

The  strength  of  the  rebels  at  Vieksburg 
is  such  'hat  the  people  of  the  Nort'i  Ulu^t 
not  look  lor  iuimediate  news  of  a  victory 
by  General  Grant  i;t  that  ]>!aee.  Ol 
course,  I  can  only  conjcilnve  what  will 
be  done,  but  1  am  conlident  no  «lli-eet  .".s- 
sanlt  will  be  attempted.  Something  of 
(Jen.  Ilalle<'k's  iihin  for  the  rcdtution  of 
Corinth  will  have  to  be  adopted,  with  the 
Yazoo  ri\er  for  the  base  of  operations,  as 
the  Tennessee  river  was  last  spring. 

TliC  canal,  winch  Gen.  Vi'illiams  at- 
tempted to  cut  out  last  snnimcr,  antl  by 
which  the  ^Mississippi  was  to  be  withdrawn 
f.'-om  in  point  of  Vieksburg,  has  proved 
a  failure.  Although  the  river  is  now  at 
llood  heighth,  but  two  or  three  feet  of 
water  run  tlirough  the  canal.  We  sec  it 
stated,  another  canal  ha.s  been  commonced 
higher  up,  so  that  it  will  take  the  current 
where  it  strikes  the  ban's  with  force.

Then  1  had 
gone  over  to  Sacred  Nest's,  ami  had 
stayt d  u»;arly  a  11  day.  When  I  went  b.ack 
the  chief  saiil  ihat  I  did  not  do  right  to 
go  away  and  slay  so  long— that  it  was 
"ood  for  me  to  stav  in  his  house.  His 
wife  remarked  that  the  SissitOnwans  would 
coiue  down,  and  they  might  kill  me  if  I 
did  not  st.ay  th  're.  After  that  I  did  not 
go  to  the  neigl  bors'  tepees  unless  I  was 
sent  lor  to  eat .  and  then  I  did  not  stay 
long. 

The  chiidrer,  who  were   not   afraid  ol 
anv  one.  were  petted  and  caressed.  Letta 

was  taught  to  call  the  chief  grandfather. 

and   his   wife  grandmother.     The  chiefs 

son  she  called  uncle. 

One  day.   a  few  weeks   after,  I  went 

there,  the  chiers  wife's  brothers  came  in. 

I>ringing  a  Frenchman,  who   spoke  some 

Knglis'.i.  for  iiiterpreter.  and  asked  me  if 

1  wcndd  not  give  him  one  of  my  ehddren. 


I  inust  stay  in  the  l-.ouse  very  closely 
while  they  were  going  past — that  1  tnn.'.t, 
not  lot  them  see  mc.  I  went  into  the 
house,  but  i>resenlly  the  chiefs  wile  cam" 
and  hurried  me  into  the  tent  that  stooti 
bv,  and  told  mc  to  be  very  quiet— that  I 
uiust  not  let  the  children  cry  or 
even  talk  aloud.  The  northerners  wen: 
coming  rij:ht  to  the  village.  1  could  set' 
a  great  many  warriors  on  horseback,  a 
great  many  carts,  atid  a  great  many  peo- 
ple on  I'oo't.  It  looked  to  me  lil;e  a  vcry 
great  cjultituilo.  1  almost  smothered  the 
ciiildren  trying  to  kcip  them  (piiet,  for 
they  would  talk  and  cry  ti>  go  "ut.  At 
last'  I  frightened  tiieni  into  something  like 
quietude,  by  telling  them  tint  tlure 
wtre  wiikcdincn  out  tliere.  who  would 
hurt  thein. 

On.  on.  came  the  host.  ri;ht  past  wb.ere 
we  were,  and  then  stojipcd  a  little  tli-- 
tancc  oft'.  The  children  were  frighte.neil 
into  silence  by  the  noise  they  matle.  1 
could  look  out  ol  a  hoh;  in  the  tent  and  see 
almost  as  well  :isif  I  had  been  on  the  out- 
side. There  were  very  few  women  among 
then' — 1  think  not  more  tlian  one  woman 
to  six  men.  There  was  great  excitement 
in  the  village  ;  men,  women  anil  children 
were  running  about  as  it  they  did  not 
know  what  to  do.  Many  of  tlicm  were 
prejiaring  and  carrying  iooil  to  our  lor- 
midable  visitors.  1  tliiiik  the  Indians 
were    friiihtened  as  well  as  mvselt.     'J'he

s:'.w  that  the  man  was  really  in  eanicst, 
and  I  answered  very  decidedly,  "No;  I 
cannot  give  either  of  thcni  to  any  one.'"

"  What  is  ho  going  to  do  about  it — what 
does  lie  i^ay  ?""  The  Frenchman  reidicd, 
"He  will  not  take  thorn  if  vou  do  not 
•  rive  tiiem  to  bim."     The  chief  was  in.  and

A  communication  was  presented  from 
the  City  Clerk,  relative  to  the  bonds  held 
by  Peter  Berkey,  asking  to  have  the  same 
renewed,  excepting  a  suflicient  ariount  of 
interest  and  principal  to  pay  his  taxes  for 
the  year  1802.  Referred  to  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means. 

Also,  a   communication   from   Thomas 
Grace,  lor  permission  to  quarry  rock  on 
Ninth  street,     deferred  to  committee  on 
Ktrects. 
On  motion,  it  was 

Jtesolced,  That  an  order  be  drawn  in 
favor  of  Chas.  A.  ^Iorg.an,  for  Sl/'-J^J. 
being  the  amount  paid  City  Council  on 
orders  for  relief  of  families  of  volunteers 
for  the  month  of  October  lSd-2. 

It  was  also  ordered  that  the  chief  of 
police  bhall  have  access  to  the  cells  of 
prisoners,  in  order  to  see  whether  they 
have  sufficient  food,  fire,  bedclothes,  &c.. 
and  that  friends  of  the  prisoners  shall 
Lave  the  same  privilege. 

The  city  clerk  was  authorized  to  issue 
a  bond  to  W.  P  Payte  for  $214.9.3,  for 
the  grading  of  Rice  street,  the  new  roail 
to  the  Cemetery,  which  is  now  being 
opened — for  which  let  all  the  people  give 
thanks. 

Aid.  Fitz  called  the  attention  of  the 
council  and  citizens,  to  the  importance 
of  measures  now  pending  before  the  Leg- 
islature, proposing  to  have  the  terminus 
of  the  Superior  Railroad  at  St.  Antho- 
ny. .\noka  or  St.  Cloud,  thus  depriving 
St.  Paul  of  ar.y  advantage  therefrom, 
and  increasing  the  length  of  the  road  ten 
or  twenty-live  per  cent,  over  what  it 
would  be  if  ran  directly  from  St.  Peter  to 
St.  Paul.  Hu  was  surprised,  he  said,  to 
observe  the  indilTerence  of  the  mercantile 
classes  of  St.  Paul  to  these  important 
luovements.  While  towns  up  the  river 
are  straining  every  nerve  to  secure  the 
terminus,  our  people  are  doing  literally 
nothing.  He  hoped  tbey  would  take 
some  action. 
The  council  tlian  adjonrncd. 


I  thought  pel  bap*  this  was  his  answer  in- 
stead of  the  other  man's. 

They  lalkei  soiue  time  with   the  chief, 
but  did  not  s.iy  anything  more  to  me.  M- 
ter wards    tin-   old   woman    seemed    dis- 
pleased abou:  it.     She   s.aid,  "  I  tliought 
you  would  h;.ve  given  Letta  to   huu,  but 
you  did  not."     She  had  often  before  asked 
mc  something   about   I^^etta.  which  I  did 
not  understand.     1  now  know  Uiat  she 
had   wanted  aif  to  give  her  to  her  son. 
She  never  forg.ave  this  offense,  but  often 
reminded  lu*  of  it.     Slie  had  loved   both 
the  children   very  much  before  th.s,   but 
now  she  treated  them  with  great  indiU'er- 
ence,  and   sometimes  was   quite  cross  to 
them.     I  did  not  pay  any  .attention  to 
this,  and  so  ^Te  had  no  quarrels.     But  1 
was  very  mucUtalraid  my  children  would 
be  stolen.     I  was  afraiil  to  leave  thean 
with  the  old  weruwn  when  I  went,  for  wa- 
ter, .as  I   ha  1  often  done  before.     I  was 
afraid  to  see  them  packed  around  by  the 
Indian  woman,  &s  they  often  were.    And, 
at  uight,  I  V  as  afraid  they  would  be  taken 
Jrom  mo  wh  le  I  slept. 

Lidian   living  did  not  .agree  with  Char- 
lie.    It  was  not   long  before  he   became 
quite  unwell,  and  Le  did  not  regain  his 
health  during  our  stay  with  the  Indians. 
For  manv  d  ivs  together  we  had  no  bread. 
We  lived  in>stly  on  corn  and  potatoes,  of 
which  which  we  had  plenty.     Sometimes 
we  had  beef  and   sometimes   dog  meat. 
Once  in  a  w  Lile  we  had  coffee  and  sugar. 
When  our  leighbors  had  something  better 
than  we  had,  they  often  sent  some  to  me, 
or  more  fro  piently,  sent  me  to  go  and  cat 
with  them. 

One  night  at  bedtime,  some  one  came 
for  mc  to  go  out  and  eat.  I  was  not 
hungry,  bu".  never  refused  to  go  when 
sent  lor.  Walking  Spirit  was  invited 
and  went  .ilso.  We  had  a  good  supper. 
Ihere  was  a  piece  of  nice  carpet  spread 
lor  mc  to  sit  on.  and  a  white  towel  to  put 
my  plate   on.     I   Lad  one  of  my  plates 


Then  I  heard  one  chiefs  voice  souiu.mg 
'oud  above  all  others.  I  could  see  hi-.n. 
He  was  holding  his  head  high,  walking 
slowly  back  and  forth,  making  a  speech. 
I  wondered  what  he  was  talking  n'oiit, 
but  I  understood  nothing.  Bclore  noon 
they  were  gone,  and  our  village  was  again 
quiet. 

A  day  or  two  after  the  northerners  had 
gone  down,  all  the  men  in  the  villarre  went 
away— Walking  Spirit  on  his  old  lion  e, 
Na-lio-ton-ma-ne  on  iiis  colt,  and  Mrs. 
Walking  Spirit  on  foot,  jvacking  fond, 
followed  the  rest.  For  t!;ree  days  and 
two  nights  the  old  woni.an  .and  I  were  left 
alone.  This  was  bclore  1  had  olleiided 
her.  and  she  was  very  kind  to  me  and  my 
children.  1  sulfered  tcrril)ly  from  lear — 
from  morning  till  night  and  from  night 
till  morning  I  vras  afraid — but  nothing 
came  to  disturb  us. 

Between  one  and  two  weeks  af\er  the 
northerner's  went  down,  some  of  these 
passed  back  up  north,  and  stopped  at  our 
village.  1  was  not  taken  to  the  tent  this 
time.  Walking  Spirit  told  me  they  were 
coming  to  his  house  to  cat  after  a  while, 
but  that  I  need  \  ot  be  afraid,  he  would 
not  let  any  one  hurt  me.  An  hour  or  two 
afterwards  he  came  in  and  saiil  "  They 
are  coming  now — they  will  sit  liorc.  and 
here,  and  here — they  will  1:11  up  the  house 
— vou  must  come  and  sit  here  behind  me."' 
His  ])lace  vras  near  the  door,  on  the  right- 
hand  side.  He  kej)t  two  guns  by  him, 
«nd  told  me  several  times  that  I  netd  not 
be  afraid — if  any  one  tried  lo  harm  me. 
he  would  shoot  him. 

So  the  children  ;;ud  I  got  in  •behind 
him.and  .awaited  the  coming  of  the  guests. 
it  was  as  the  chief  said  it  would  be,  the 
men  Idled  the  house,  some  of  tlicm  were 
Walking  Spirit's  soldiers,  the  rest  were 
northerners.  The  women  carried  food 
to  the  door,  'out  did  not  co:in!  in.  The 
dinner  consisted  of  fried  bread  ami  coirce. 
Walking  Spirit,  and  several  others  that 
sat  near,  gave  the  children  bread  and  let 
th-^ni  drink  out  of  their  cups  of  colfee. 
There  were  .several  speeches  made,  but  I 
did  not  understand  what  they  talked 
about.  The  northerners  went  away  first. 
.Vfler  they  were  gone,  the  chici  turned  to 
me  and  said,  "Tlicse  are  all  my  soldiers.'* 
Perhaps  he  intended  to  let  me  know  that 
tho  danger  was  past.  After  talking  a  lit- 
tle while,  the  men  all  left,  and  and  things 
went  on  as  usual. 

One  d.ay  when  we  were  all  out  braiding 
corn,  some  one  brought  a  letter  to  tlu' 
cliief ;  as  he  could  not  read  it  himself,  he 
handed  it  to  me  to  look  at.  It  was  a  nice 
looking  letter,  written  in  Dakota,  direc- 
ted to  Walking  Spirit.  When  I  told  him 
1  could  not  read  it,  he  said  he  would  take 
it  to  Sacred  Nest,  he  would  read  it  lo 
him.  I  waitc<l  anxiously  to  hear  the  news 
from   this   letter,    hoping   tliat    it    might 


was  told  to  do  so,  .and  tiien  I  remained  iu 
my  hiding  pl.ace  until  they  told  me  the 
d:ingi-r  was  past. 

S.veral  days  before  we  started  north, 
they  tohl  me  that  tlie  Indians  were  all 
going  nortli — that  Julia  and  her  brothers 
:;iid  the  white  ]  risoners  below  were  all 
going.  Tiiey  fold  me  of  a  great  many 
white  soldif'is  that  were  down  bolow  some- 
where. They  said  that  .Mr.  Riggs  and 
Hr.  V^'illiamson  were  among  them.  I  did 
not  understand  the  hall  of  what  they  told 
me.  '1  could  only  conjecture  and  wish 
and  wonder.  A'v'alkin;^  Spirit  told  me 
several  times,  that  il  Mr.  Riggs  and  Dr. 
Williaiiison  Mut  f >r  hiin.  he  would  take 
me  and  the  children  in  a  wagon  and  go. 
I  tliougl't  I  could  nut  do  b-.tter  than  to 
wait  j)atiently  until  the  time  of  my  deliv- 
erance catne.
